Chicago Slayer Declines 
to Testify at Trial of 
Fellow-Convicts 


JOLIET (ni.) Nov. 22. a 
suave and scholarly manner which 
two years of imprisonment have not 
erased Nathan Leopold, co-slayer of 
Bobbie Franks and a life prisoner at 
the State penitentiary, barricaded 
himself behind a code of prison 
ethics tcday and refused to testify 
about the slaying of Deputy Warden 
Peter Klein last May and the sub- 
s quent escape of seven convicts. 

Six of the convicts, recaptured, are 
on trial for Klein’s murder, and Leo- 
pold, one of the two rich Chicago 
youths imprisoned in 1924 for the 
“thrill murder” of ng Franks, was 
summoned to testify for the defense. 

He refused, however, to admit that 
he was in solitary confinement on 
May 5 when Klein was stabbed to 
death and declined to say whether 
he saw or heard anything from his 
cell on the day of the escape. 

“It is contrary to the ethics of the 
prison for me to answer such a ques- 
tion,” he said. 

The judge excused him and he 
went back to his prison cell without 
ving any aid to his fellow-prisoners 
who were reported to have offered him 
his freedom when they fled and to 
have been rebuffed. 

Attorneys for the six convicts on 
trial said tonight that after Leopold's 
refusal to testify today the convicts 
had told them that their oaly reason 
for going to Klein’s office in solitary 
quarters was to free Leopold, who was 
in solitary, and take him along with 
them to Mexico. The attorneys said 
the convicts told them they thought 
Leopold's wealthy father would aid 
them after they reached Mexico.

ANNOUNCED 


Security President Heads 
Clearinghouse Banks for 
Second Term 


J. . Sartori, president of the Se- 
curity Trust and Savings Bank, has 
been re-elected president of the Los 
Angeles Clearinghouse Association, 
according to an announcement made 
yesterday by F. W. Smith, secretary- 
manager of the association. 

Mr. Sartori’s first term, which has 
just come to a close, was made es- 
recially notable by the fact that dur- 
ing it the clearinghouse association 
was official host to the 


annual convention of the American 
Bankers’ Association. In point of 
numbers it was the second largest 
convention in the history of that as- 
sociation anu from the standpoint of 
local entertainment was regarded by 
Officials and delegates as the most 
successful ever held. The cost of en- 
tertainment as defrayed by the 
clearinghouse has been looked upon 
as money well spent in that it served ‘ 
to counteract the unfounded reports 
about economic distress in Southern 
California as circulated for two years 
past throughout the East.

Robinson, president of the First Na- 
tional Bank, and F. W. Smith, presi- 
dent of the Pan-An.erican Bank, who 
have been re-elected to the respec- 
tive offices of vice-president and sec- 
retary-manager. Mr. Smith starts his 
twelfth term this month. 

The clearinghouse executive com- 
mittee has two new members: E. J. 
Nolan, president of the Merchants’ 
National Trust and Savings Bank, 
and Ben R. Meyer, president of the 
Union Bank and Trust Company. 
Aside from Mr. Nolan and Mr. Meyer 
the committee is composed of Mr. 
Sartori, Mr. Robinson, J. A. Graves, 
president of the Farmers’ and Mer- 
chants’ National Bank; A. M. Chaffey, 
president, California Bank, and J. 
Dabney Day, president, Citizens’ Na- 
tional Bank. 

The report of the secretary-manag-

Clearings in 
1888, the first year of the existence 
of the clearinghouse association, 
were $36,050,980.94.

Proposed Cut in Production as Stimulus to Industry 
Regarded Economically Unwise by Authorities

wisdom of any decree at this time 
that would substitute artificial for 
natural methods for the restoration 


of stability in prices on a satisfac- 
tory basis, although in Cuba the 
sentiment of the producers is over- 
whelmingly in favor of a price boost. 
In the opinion of the Cubans, ap- 
parently the best way to lift prices 
is to cut down the amount of the 
commodity that finally is allowed to 
come to the market. 

Many of the sugar authorities in 
this country contend that an ad- 
justment between supply and de- 
mand already is well on the road to 
completion and that any move now 
to force prices up through artificial 
interference will work only tempo- 
rary benefit. From the long-range 
standpoint, the interests of the sugar 
world will be served better, they 
contend, and with some reason, by 
the inevitable limitation on future 
production that growers will them- 
selves impose as a result of prevail- 
ing low prices. That argument finds 
support tn the fact that even with- 
out the Machado restriction the 
1926-1927 world crop is estimated 
at 23,863,000 long tons which repre- 
sents a 503,442-ton drop from the rec- 
ord crop last year of 24,366,442. That 
would seem to show how effectively 
the ailing low price of sugar in 
the year has in itself induced 
reduction. 

That adjustment is speeded up

RUG ADDICTS — 

State Senator Sanborn Young, as chair- 
man of the State Narcotic Committee, in 
his report to the Governor on the drug 
addiction evil in California, has made 
public figures of intense ihterest to its 
citizens and has coupled with his findings 
recommendations for choking the illicit 
traffic in drugs worthy of close considera 
tion by both our law makers and our or 
ganizations for promoting civic and moral 
welfare. 


It will eome as an unpleasant surprise 


the narcotic problem more pressing fn Call- 
fornia than in many other States. In 1925 
California had the second largest and in 
1924 the actual largest number of convic- 
tions under the Harrison Act. 

Morphine is the favorite drug of Call- 
fornia addicts. In the northern part of the 
State 85 per cent of the arrests involve 
morphine which also accounts for 30 per 
cent of the arrests in and around Los An- 
geles. Marihuana is generally used by 
Mexican addicts but its employment in San 
Francisco 1. negligible. That only 22 per 
cent of the prisoners sent to San Quentin 
for violations of our poison law, during 
a nine-month tally, had Anglo-Saxon names 
is significant. In the tabulation of Los An- 
geles arrests only 24 per cent were white 
Americans. 

As might be expected the majority of our 
addicts are men, the percentage of women 
being between 20 and 35, practically con- 
fined to those of confessedly loose morals. 
One encouraging point in the report is the 
absence of addiction among California chil- 
dren. Mrs. Susan M. Dorsey, superintend- 
ent of Los Angeles schools, says, “We did 
not find in the Los Angeles city school 
system a single authentic instance of nar- 
cotics being sold to any school child or 
being used by any school child.” 


California is estimated to have at large 
approximately 4500 addicts. Each of these 
addicts spends on an average $6 a day for 
illicit supplies, As a class they are idlers 
and not workers so that the large sums

The committee then makes the following 
recommendation. “It would be far cheaper 
for our State to segregate and care for 


these people, save those that are curable 


and protect society from the spread of the 
contagion. Destroy the market for the 
peddler and put him out of business by iso- 
lating his customers, rather than permitting 
them to remain at liberty preying upon 
society.” 

For this purpose the report recommends 
the formation of a State farm for drug ad- 
dicts. Here addicts can be kept under 
control, ean lead an open-air life with 
plenty of sunshine, good food and suitable 
work, can be provided with sanitary living 
conditions and receive scientific and patho- 


‘| logical treatment. As to expense the com- 


mittee says, “The total cost of maintaining 
each inmate would not exceed $25 per 
month. This means $450,000 per year for 
1500 addicts as against $3,285,000—the ap- 
proximate amount these 1500 would other- 
wise spend to maintain their addiction.” 
Senator Young is to be congratulated on 
the thorough study he has made of this 
important subject and on the cure for the 
evil he has placed before the State Legisla- 
ture. He has applied the well-known rule 
that to diminish the supply you must re 
duce the demand. He has hit on the surest 
way to put the damnable illicit drug ped- 
dier permanently out of business—by cut- 
ting him off from his customers. 


“LIMITLESS RESOURCES” 
“America’s Limitless Resources,” by 
Richard Hathaway Edmonds, editor of 


Review of Reviews and provokes consid- 
erable thought. 


Europe has 42,800 square miles of coal 
area, of which Russia possesses 25,000 
square miles and the remainder of the con- 
tinent, including Great Britain, 17,000.

SHAVIAN KEYNOTE oe 

“I don’t agree with anything!” This 
is what G. B. Shaw, the great nonconform- 
ist, said to a London reporter the other 
day when interviewed as to his reasons for 
not accepting the Nobel cash as a literary 
prize, though willing to receive the honor 
of the award. Here we have the keynote 
of Shavianism, that weird cult in which 
are included the Menckens, the Steins, 
Lewises and many other literary folk who, 
in a world of changing standards, have 
found it quite profitable to be different. 
Though the word “popular” is a red rag 
to them, they themselves have become pop- 
ular among those who profess to have be- 
come weary of old-fashioned moralities and 
philosophies, and having found that icono- 
clagm gets more attention than conformity 
of any kind, they keep the hammer always 
handy. 

Shaw became quite conspicuous by knock- 
ing at the props of civilization in some 
clever satires. He satirized religion, love, 
marriage, idealism, national government, 
the ballot box, human progress of every 
kind, and even maternity, and his Ameri- 
can and English imitators have done the 
same. If cleverness were art, and if to 
point out as foibles and fallacies the ideas 
of those who havo made our civilization 


task, then these literary smart Alecks are 
to be commended. But the reverse is true; 


imbibed as.a beverage, it is bound to in- 
jure those who swallow it. Discerning 
people, however, though they may smile at 
these iconoclastic effusions and find a cer- 
tain entertainment in their perusal, rarely 
will be damaged by them. They readily 
perceive that in order to avoid saying the 
obvious thing such a writer has made his 
own aim most obvious, and that aim is to 
be different. 

It is easy to sit on the side lines of the 
great game of life and ridicule the efforts 
of the players. The harder they struggle to 
achieve their goal the more they are to 
be sneered at. The formula of iconoclastic 
satire is thus seen to be simple enough: 
If one sees a worthy head one is to hang it. 
Shaw has carried this idea to the extreme. 
He is a master of English and full of weird 
fantasy. His iconoclasm appeals to the 
Scandinavians whose idol is Ibsen. The 
Nobel Foundation is a Swedish affair and 
its directors all live in Stockholm. While 
there are many Swedes who do not accept 
Ibsen's pessimism, their literature has be- 
come strongly tinctured with it, as has also 
that of Eng.and and America, though not 
to the same extent.

Civilization needs helpful suggestion 
and constructive criticism, not the constant 
challenge of its good intentions and the 
negation of its simple desires and harmless 
hopes by those who, living in an age of 
worthy institutions, lean to ſconoclasm for 
no other cause than their own perversity. 


AMERICAN EAGLE

We have always provided the sinews of

weakened by each man carrying around a 


soldier on his back as he worked. Further- 
moré, the American system has won every 
war. It may be trusted for the future,

But as to the south entertaining 
a rather hazy notion regarding 
what the north has to offer, this 
may not be quite so far “off.”

It has the substance 
perhaps for a one-act playlet, and 
virtually all the rest is repetitions of 
the same melodramatic accusations, 
the same romantic protestations, the 
same crude vulgarities. 

What I have said takes no ‘account 
of ite morals. Thes. have received 
some attention elsewhere already, but 
I believe the most offensive portions 
have been eliminated. There are

playgoing will find it a little rough 
to brook some of them. The first 
act maintains a degraded level par- 
ticularly, that never even rises to 
the height of artistic realism or even 
maturaliam. It is just plain punk, 
and incidentally dull, because there 
is 80 little variety. 
Perhaps “Creoles” affords an im- 
pression of the decadence of the 
American-born Spaniards and French 
of early history. Ite title implies that. 
Shi and Perkins have undoubt- 
edly sought some foundation for 
their stage piece. One might perhaps 
gratuitously give them that much 
credit. 
But whatever the facts that they 
found, certainly the theater demands 
some skill and imagination in the 
matter of treatment, and of these 
“Creoles” has virtually none.

ard Bennett's own personal - 
formance. It u probably the best 
that can be expected under these 


auspices for he is a clever actor. He 
manages, in any event, to achieve a 
charecterization, and his skill and 
ease are responsible for laughter, 
even though much of the comedy is 
the roughest and most cheaply bois- 
terous sort. 

One can belicve thet Bennett 
might do well in a swashbuckling 
role of “The Bad Man“ type in a 
worthier vehicle. The character that 
he has to play echoes considerably at 
times that of Holbrook Blinn's suc- 
cessful satirical thriller, and he ap- 
parently bas a flair for this sort of 
portrayal. 

The supporting cast is indeter- 
minate. They have hardly a chance 
anyway against such odds as the play 
affords. Hortense Allen is very pretty 
as the girl Juanchinta, but plays her 
role tensely and nervously and with 
a high-pitched staccato inflection 
from which there is seldom a letdown. 

Some of the most natural] acting 
was done by Evelyn Vaughan. Felix 
Krembs was also acceptable as the 
Swamp angel. Louise Squire was at- 
tractive, but could not overcome the 
handicaps of a mechanical role by 
any talent she may have for acting. 

The setting and the music, of 
which there is much off stage, are 
the most consistently artistic notes 
in the performance, but “Creoles” is 
certainly not what the world of thea- 
tergoers ts entitled to expect from Mr. 
Bennett.
